The much maligned Battlefield 
Guides do not have the 
bed 
of 
roses to loll around in that some 
people seem to 
think they have. 
Those who keep busy earn the 
stipend they collect from tourists. 
If you think battlefield guiding 
is the easiest job In the world, 
just spend three hours 
in 
con­ 
tinuous 
conversation 
describing 
battle scene* and monuments and 
the tike to a group of inquisitive 
strangers in a stuffy, overcrowded 
automobile this 
sultry weather. 
And when you a ren ’t talking, 
stand along the street in the hot 
sun and solicit every passing auto­ 
m o b ile for “ new' business.” , Yes, 
the guides 
have 
their virtues 
along with their faults. 
Their most valuable service to 
the community, perhaps, lies in 
the courteous manner in which 
most of them respond to queries 
from 
tourist* 
for 
information 
from whirh there is no hope of 
compensation to them except a 
“thank you.” 
Three “foreign” cars stood on the 
circle yesterday afternoon while 
three guides answered their ques­ 
tions concerning local directions 
and information. 
In the long run, 
the guides themselves profit by 
this attitude of courtesy and good 
will building, and we repeat that 
it is most 
unfortunate 
if 
the 
guides themselves permit a few 
thoughtless 
and 
shortsighted 
ones among them to cast discredit 
in any m anner upon them as a 
whole. 


Enlightened self interest, to say 
nothing of loyalty to home insti­ 
tutions, inspires a policy of co­ 
operation between the local con­ 
sum er and his local 
merchant. 
Unless the average citizen is con­ 
tent to see local business crippled, 
he m ust look beyond today and 
today’s alleged bargain opportu­ 
nity, and remember that the local 
m erchant is a local institution, 
without which 
the 
entire 
com­ 
munity will suffer very extensive 
loss. 
It is the enterprise of the local 
merchant which is responsible for 
the high assessed values of prop­ 
erty in the business section of 
this and every other town: it is 
the local merchant’s deposits that 
enable hanks to have money to 
lend to industries, to back up pay­ 
roll 
disbursement* 
and 
other 
necessary business financing; it is 
the 
local 
merchant’s 
disburse­ 
ments for salaries that keep many 
a local family comfortable and it 
is the broad public spirit of the 
local merchant which hacks all 
manner of community undertak­ 
ings. 
The merchant is the first 
man called upon for contributions 
and he is the first to respond to al! 
appeals on behalf of the advance­ 
ment of the community’s welfare. 
In these days of sharp competi­ 
tion from the outside, it is very 
well for all well-wishers of Get­ 
tysburg and other Adams county 
communities, to bear these things 
in mind. 
Money 
kept at home 
will continue to work for local 
institutions. It cannot do so if it 
is sent away.

New Passageway Under

Relief for Adams county motorists 
visiting H arrisburg and other auto­ 
mobile traffic to and from Gettysburg 
from the Capital city at I^emoyne is 
foreseen in the latest move to elimi­ 
nate the congestion just west of the 
Susquehanna river. 
Representatives of the state and the 
various 
parties 
interested virtually 
agreed to a conference with a special 
committee of the H arrisburg Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce Wednesday on a* 
plan involving rerouting of all Get­ 
tysburg and York traffic through a 
new cut under the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road right-of-way in Lemoyne as the 
most feasible 
means of eliminating 
the congestion in the present “ bottle 
neck.” 
This plan, estimated to cost in the 
neighborhood of $225,000, was decided 
on as a means of permanent relief. 
It is more desirable, 
the 
delegates 
agreed, than the proposal of widening 
the present roadway which had pre­ 
viously been thought the most econom­ 
ical, 
because 60 
per 
cent 
of 
all 
traffic would he diverted from the sub­ 
way route and for the further reason 
that such a plan would 
only 
take 
rare of the immediate needs. 
The conference adjourned until a 
later date in order to give the rep­ 
resentatives time to study the details 
of the plan, as mapp<*d out by the 
state highway department, and con­ 
sider what suggestions 
they

make for paym ent of the project.

live for several weeks, although 
they hold no hope for recovery. 
An operation, it was pointed out, 
might have favorable results for 
a younger man, but weakened 
vitality on the part of a man of 
Mr. Martz’s years would work 
against him. 
Conscious Since Accident 
Although he has retained conscious­ 
ness most of the time since the oc­ 
cident, Mr. Martz is paralyzed below 
the third rib. 
The injured man was 
said to complain of pain in his arms 
and about the neck. 
Pressure from the dislocated and 
fractured hones in the neck upon tha 
spinal cord is 
responsible 
for 
tho 
paralysis, it was stated. 
An opera­ 
tion alone would he necessary to re­ 
lief the pressure, according to hos­ 
pital authorities. 
Mr. Martz, whose home is on W est 
Middle street, was standing on a road 
drag, drawn by a motor truck, on 
Sedgwick avenue, 
between 
Meade’s 
headquarters and Little Round Top, 
when the contrivance was jolted by 
a large stone at the side of the ave­ 
nue. 
Lands On His Head 
The jolt threw Mr. Martz back­ 
ward, causing him to fall on his neck 
and right shoulder. 
Ellis Starner, an­ 
other employe, who was driving the 
truck which was pulling the drag, 
stopped his machine at once and he 
and Howard Wcikert and Frank Gar- 
lach, fellow-workmen, rushed to the 
injured man’s assistance. 
The 
accident 
occurred 
at 
1:20 
o’clock, Wednesday afternoon. 
The 
Gettysburg ambulance was summoned 
and the injured man was rushed to 
the W arner hospital. 
He remained 
conscious after the accident and talk­ 
ed with those about him. 
Formerly A Blacksmith 
An abrasion on his right arm is the 
only other injury Mr. Martz received. 
The road drag, which stands about 
six inches above the ground, is used 
by the battlefield authorities to push 
screenings from the edge to the cen­ 
ter of the avenues. 
Usually a man 
sits or stands on the drag to lend 
additional weight to the machine so 
that it functions better. 
Mr. Martz, who formerly worked 
at blacksmithing at Round Top and 
at Cashtown, has been working on 
the battlefield five years.
